SWINE, SALE 
AT STRATHCONA 


Nor’-West Farmer. 

in our issue of Novy. 20 we gave an 
account of the government swine 
sales in Alberta. On the 27th ult. 
the balance of the carioad was sold 
at Strathoora, and the sale turned 
out quite successfully. There were 
two Yorkshire sows, 14 Yorkshire 
boars and 7 Tamworth boars—23 ir 
ail. Althouga it rained hard ail 
forencon, thera was a good attend- 
ance, and ar average of ten dollars 
per head was obtained. The sows 
sold ior $21 each. Twenty-one voars 
at one dump in a single town is 2 
good dose, especially considering that 
there had been twelve sold about 
two weeks before. The boars, with 
one or two exceptions, did not bring 
anything like their value. The Tam- 
worths sold for from $5 to g3, a 
trifle more than haif their cost. The 
Yorkshires did a little better. Al- 
though the undertaking was not a 
very remunerative one, so far as the 
government was concerned, these 
sales at points lize Edmonton and 
Strathcona. where the packing indus- 
try is taking 2 good hold, will bring

CASHEL’S BAD RECORD? 

Ernest Cashel, the murder who 
ascaped irom Calgary barracks a few 
day before he was to be hanged, for- 
meéerly resided in Buifalo, Wyo. The 
Buitalo Voice has the following to 
say concerning him. 

“Cashel is weil known to Buffalo 
peopie, hazing lived here with his 
mother and family for some time. He 
Was arrested in this city in 1901 on 
a charge of robbery, but made his es- 
cape from the Johnson county jail. 
He was recaptured by Kansas autpor- 
ities who notified Sheriff Kennedy, 
but before Mr. Kennedy arrived on 
the scene Cashel had again effected 
his freedom, and his whereabouts 
were unknown mntil some time ago 
when press reports from Calgary, N. 


W. T., announced that he had been 
convicted of murder and was. sen- 
tenced to hang December 15 John 
Cashel, the brother now under ar-

THE GRAIN TRADE 


Regina Leader. 

The C. P. Ry, the Grain Exchange 
and all the agencies subject to the 
iniluence ot these corporations, in- 
cluding the Winnipeg Commercial, 
are lowdly blaming the Grain Act. 
They hate the Groin Act on account 
o. the privileges or rather rights, 

which it gva:ontees to the farmers, 
und are doing erything they can to 
inake the . apopular. 

ihe same sake cries against plat- 
iorm loading were heard last year. 
at a timic when there were hundreds 
or loaded wheac cars blocking their 
yards,—cars remained sometimes for 
weeks in the yards after being load- 
Ci—the company were denouncing 
piatiorm icading as a ciuuse of delay. 

The Grain Act is not mtended to 
j move the wheac crop. It is framed 
;to preveat the wholesale robbery 
ithat was being practised upon the 
|farmers. The best proof that the 
Act is serving its purpose is the loud 
outcry made against it. 

They say that the Act is causing 
traffic cengestion. We had consres- 
tion in 1901 and 1902 before the pre- 
sent Act existed. We had depressed 
prices before there was any Grain 
Act. It is not the Grain Act that 
is causing congestion. Congestion is 
the fault of an incompetently man- 
aged railroad. The Grain Act is in 
force on the C. N. R. in Manitoba, 
and on that. line there has been no 
congestion. “There has been no ear 
shortage on the C. N. RY’—W. W. 
MoMillan. “We operate 24 elevators 
on the C. N. R, and I have heard of 
no scarcity of cars on that road.”— 
John Love. “We have at no time 
during the season been unable to ob- 
tain cars on the C. N. R.”—President, 
Phillips. Thus out of the mouth of 
the Grain Exchange itself is the Grain 
Act vindicated. 

Qerritorial farmers would not ask 
for the repeal of the Grain Act even 
if it did contribute towards traffic 
congestion. But they do demand 
the incoming ef the C. N. R. and 
Grand. Trunk toend these traffic con- 
gestions and enable the full benefits 
of the Grain Act to be reaped.
